nessee Practically Abandoned. 


PHIL AD ELI-in A, May 12.—The strike 


of the soft coal miners is having a dis- 
astrous" effect on the coasting trade of 
Philadelphia, in which the coal ship- 
ments form a most important item. So 
great is the scarcity of bituminous coal 
that the Greenwich Point piers of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, which are ex- 
clusively devoted to this trade, have 
had to suspend operations entirely, the 
little coal there is in transit having 
been taken by the railroad company 
for use in its locomotives. 


The same state of affairs prevails at 


the Port Richmond pier of the Reading 
railroad, and all of the coal destined 
for the pier of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad has been seized by that com- 
pany. 


The result of this embargo on soft 


coal is that one of the largest fleets of 
idle vessels ever seen on the Delaware 
river now floats at anchor, awaiting 
the termination of the strike. Orders 
for coal have been coming in freely 
from New England points and the 
West Indies, but they can not be filled. 


One effect of the strike has been that 


the river tugs, which 'ordinarily use 
soft coal, have taken to burning pea 
coal and find it a very good substitute. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 12.—The 


Whitewell mines will be abandoned, as 
a result of the recent strike. This 
throws'1,500 people out of employment. 
The action will practically annihlate 
the town of Whitewell, a place of 3,000 
population.

bank at Southwest, this state, was 
robbed in true Jessie James style. 
Seven men with Winchesters and re- 
volvers, mounted on fast horses rode 
into town at about 3 o'clock. 
Two of 


the robbers stationed themselves on 
the ontside of the bank, two stood 
guard over the horses, while the re- 
maining three entered, carrying a 
sack. Between 58,000 and S4,000—all 
the bank contained—was taken by 
the robbers. The gang brought on a 
battle with Winchesters. The citizens 
got the worst of it. The robbers fired 
nearly 100 shots, and \four prominent 
citizens were wounded.

his day, but he is belngv greatly sinned 
against in his taking off. Park Com- 
missioners Clausen, Strauss and Bell, 
accompanied by Superintendent Smith 
and Secretary Burns, arrived at Central 
park at 0 o'clock Friday morning, in 
company with Drs. Huntiugtou, Allen 
and Spitzkn. At 0:58 they g»ve Tip a 
carrot in the cavity of which was two 
ounces of cyanide of potassium. 
The 


elephant swallowed it and then ejected 
it 
Afterward he was given an apple 


with a similar dose, which ho swal- 
lowed. Another dosed apple and a 
piece of bread charged with cyanide of 
potassium he refused to touch. 


NEW YOIIK, May 12.—Tip, the ele- 


phant in the Central Park menagerie, 
died Friday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock, 
after many hours of agony. Such a 
botched piece o£ work has never been 
accomplished by men skilled in taming 
wild animals or in saving a wild ani- 
mal from unnecessary cruelty nnd suf- 
fering. From U a. m. until 5 p. m. the 
great king of the forest went shudder- 
ing from one /convulsion into another, 
under the influence of cyanide of potas- 
sium, which had been given him. 


The first dose of the poison, twenty 


capsules, was not sullicient to put a 
quick and painless end to his life. 
Af- 


ter many consultations between Super- 
intendent Smith, of the menagerie, and 
Superintendent Hankinson, of tho so- 
ciety for the prevention o£ cruelty to 
animals, it was resolved ut 8 o'clock to 
administer another dose of poison. The 
second dose finally proved effective. 


Capt. Collins, in charge of a squad of 


park policemen, kept the crowd back. 
No one was allowed within 200 yards of 
the elephant house. In the earlier 
hours of the day the crowd was allowed 
within fifty yards of the elephant 
house.

A great deal of interest has recently 


jeen aroused in this country on the 
subject of forestry. 
Tho national gove- 


rnment has turned its attention to 
he preservation of tho vast belts of 
iimber that constitute one of its chief- 
st natural treasures, and many of the 
states, New York in particular, have 
moved in tho same direction. 


It is confessed, however, that our 


forcsty laws are inadequate in them- ' 
selves, as well as feebly enforced. 
Mr. B. E. Fcrnow, the forestry expert 
of tho department of agriculture, has 
summed up, in Century, the forestry 
legislation of Europe. Continental ex- 
periences should have their lessons for 
the United States. A brief summary of 
Mr. Fernow's article follows: 


In QermanjT the various governments 


own and mauapfc, in a conservative 
spirit, about one-third of tho forest 
area, and they also control tho man- 
agement of another sixth, which'be- 
longs to villages, cities, and public in- 
stitutions, in BO far as these communi- 
ties are obliged to employ expert for- 
esters, and must submit their working- ' 
plans to the government for approval; 
thus preventing- improvident and waste- 
ful methods. 


Tho other half of the forest property, 


in the hands of private owners, is man- 
aged 
mostly without 
interference, 


although upon methods similar to 
those employed by tho government, 
and by trained foresters who receive' 
thoir education in one of the eight' ' 
higher and several lower schools of 
forestry which the various govern- 
ments have established. 


Tho several states differ in their - 


laws regarding forest property. Of 
tho private forests, 70 per .cent, are 
without any control whatever, while 
SO percent, are subject to supervision, 
so far as clearing and devastation are 
concerned. 


The tendency on the part of the gov- 


ernment has been rather toward per- 
suasive measures. Thus, in addition 
to buy ing up, or acquiring by exchange, 
and reforesting waste 
lands—some 


800,000 acres have been so reforested 
during tho last twenty-five years—the . 
government gives assistance to private 
owners in reforesting- their waste land; 
During the last ten years, 8500,000 wa* 
granted in this way. 


In Austria, by a law adopted in 1853, 


not only are the state forests (compris- 
ing less than flirty per cent, of the 
total forest area) rationally managed, 
and the management of the communal 
forests (nearly forty per cent.) official- 
ly supervised, butprivate owners (hold- 
ing about thirty-two per cent.) are 
prevented from devastating their for- 
, 


est property to the detriment of ad- 
joiners. No clearing for agricultural 
"use can be made without the consent 
of the district authorities, from which, 
however, an appeal to a civil judge is 
possible, who adjusts the conflict of 
interests. 
' • • ' - . . . ' 


Any cleared or cut forest must oe re- 


planted or reseeded within five years; 
on sandy soils and mountain-side* 
clearing is forbidden, and only culling- • 
of the ripe'timber is allowed. 
. ' 


In Hungary also, where liberty ot 


private property rights, and strong ob- 
jection to government interference, 
had been jealously upheld, a complete 
reaction set in some fifteen years ago, 
which led to the law of 1880, giving- 
the state control of private forcat 
property as in Austria. 
•*. 


Under a law adopted in Italy in 1888, 


the department of agriculture in coop- 
eration with the department of public 
works and in consultation with|the for- 
estal committee of the province7 and ' 
the respective owners, is to designate 
the territory which for public reason* 
must be.reforested under governmental 
control. 


The owners may associate them- 


selves for the purpose of reforestation, 
and for the purpose may then borrow 
money at low interest from the state 
soil-credit institution, the forest de- 
partment contributing three-fifths of 
the cost of reforestation upon condi- 
tion that the work is done according 
to its plans, and within the time speci- 
fied by the government. 


In Russia, until lately, liberty to crit, 


burn, destroy and devastate was unre- 
stricted; but in 1888 a comprehensive 
and well-considered law cut off, so far 
as this can be done on paper, this libV 
ertyA of vandalism. For autocratic 
Russia this law is rather timid, and is 
in the nature of a compromise between 
communal and private interests, in 
which much if not all depends on the 
good will of the private owner. 


A federal law was adopted in Switz- 


erland in 1870 which gives the federa- 
tion control over the forests Of the 
mountain region embracing- eight en- 
tire cantons and parts of seven others, 
or over ,1,000,000 acres of forest.. The 
federation itself does not own any for- 
est land, and the cantons hardly 100.- 
000 acres, somewhat over 4 per cent. 
of the forest area, two-thirds of which 
le held in communal ownership, and 
the rest by private owners. 


The federal authorities have super- 


vision over all cantonal, communal 
and private forests,, so far as they are 
"protective forests;" but the execution 
of the law rests with the cantonal aa- 
thorities, under the inspection of fed- 
eral officers. 


In France not only does the state 


manage its own forest property (one- 
ninth of the forest area) in approved 
manner, and supervise the manage- 
men of forests belonging to commun- 
ities and other public institution* 
(double the area of state forests) in m. 
manner similar to the regulation <rf 
forests in Germany, bat it extend* ite ' 
.control over the large *re» of private 
'forests by forbidding1 »ny elewrtaf ;«*• 
eept with the consent of th* 
ministration.

Hlssatd th»t the sojourning of the children 
of Israel; who dwelt in Egypt, was four hun- 
dred and thirty years. But It does not say that 
tbe sojourning was all in Egypt, but this people 
who lived In Egypt had been sojouroerm for 
four hundred and thirty yearn. 


On the other hand, many think that the four 


hundred and thirty years were all spent la 
Egypt and must date from Jacob's Immigration 
IntoEpypt This method necessitates one of 
two changes. Either we must put the'dat« of 
Jacob'g coming to Egypt some two hundred 
yearn earlier than the common chronology 
(1706) to a G HKH which makes room for the 
four hundred and eighty years, hut confuses 
tho previous dates: or, starting with B. G 1706,

The Immigrants Into Egypt—Vs. 1- 


6. ' By a series of strange providences, 
and for the purpose of developing and 
training them into a people who could 
embody the kingdom of God on earth, 
Jacob and his sons had come into 
Egypt. The names are given here of 
the heads of,the tribes or families. It 
is to be noticed that they came every 
man and his household, which fact is 
of some importance in computing the 
time needful for their increase to 000,- 
000 men who went out from Egypt in 
tbe exodus (Num. 1:40). A hint as to 
the numbers of the households may be 
g-atned from the fact, that in Abraham's 
household there were at least 818 men 
who could bear arms (Gen. 14:14). 
"The servants were reckoned as part 
of the household, and were admitted to 
the covenant and recognized as Israel- 
ites (Gen. 17: 27)."—Todd. The seventy 
souls are given in detail in Gen. 40. Of 
these sixty-eight are men. Their wives 
and daughters were additional. This 
fact also is to be taken into account in 
the calculation in regard to the in- 
crease.

one hundred and ten years. For sev- 
enteen years he lived at home, in Heb- 
ron;

S^O.OOO limit is filed, the probate judge 
is to at once certify a copy of the in- 
ventory to the county auditor, who will 
make the transfers to the tax duplica!e 
for collection.

It seems that with the utmost fore- 


sight and cunning the protectionist 
legislators cannot stop all the gaps in 
their high tariff wall. When cattle 
stray into Mexico they are subject to a 
duty of ?10 a head when brought 
across the border; but express provis- 
ion wns not made in the McKinley act 
for collecting a duty on the calres 
born of American cows when on Mex- 
ican soil. A collector of customs in 
Arizona during the recent administra- 
tion was accused by a frovernment in- 
former of having failed to impose a 
duty in a case in which American cows 
and Mexican-born calves were con- 
cerned; whereupon collectors were di- 
rected to levy a duty of ?i a head on 
all such calves. And thus the matter 
stands at the present hour. 


Jn order to afford relief to frraziers, 


whose cattle may stray over the line 
into Mexico or which may be driven' 
over for fresh pasturage, it is proposed 
in the Wilson tariff bill that all such 
cattle may be bronpht back to the 
United States free of duty. It is sug- 
gested that this does not provided for 
the calves born of cattle that may have 
strayed or been driven into >fexico. 
Hut this is, perhaps, drawing too fine a 
sight. When the stray cattle shall 
have been made free no collector of 
customs would so strain the law as to 
levy n tax on their young. In the ab- 
sence of an express provision on the 
subject a collector could fall back on 
the maxim of the ancient civil law, 
which, when translated, means the off- 
spring follows the condition of the 
dam. 
When the cows shall have be- 


come free (of duty) the calves will also 
be free.—Philadelphia Record.

The advent of John Robinson's circus 


to the city yesterday had a tendency to 
revive in the minds of the c51d citizens 
reminiscences of the earlier days of the 
saw dust ring, when they, as boys, 
stood with gapine mouths and watched 
the glittering processions march by. 
The circus grounds in Portsmouth are 
being very much circumscribed. The 
only place-within the city limits to 
spread the canvass is on the Terry lots, 
on Gallia street, opposite the residence 
of Hon. W. A. Hutchins. There they 
have been pitched for many years; but 
these lots are being builded upon and 
filled up, and perhaps the last circus 
that will ever erect its center pole on 
these grounds was that of yesterday, 
liefore another season rolls around, the 
circus man with his side shows and his 
ice-cold lemonade, will have to plant 
his city of tents out towards New Bos- 
ton. 
The street railroad company 


will cordially second the proposition. 


The TIMES reporter stood on a street 


corner yesterday and listened to an old 
citizen discount on shows and things. 
The procession had just passed. The 
lions and the tigers, like the "Queen of 
Beauty," were "out of sight," and the 
elephant was rapidly disappearing at 
the tail end of the procession. 


"Circuses ain't what they used to 


he when I was a boy,"-he said. "The 
clowns ain't half as funny, and the 
bare back riding don't compare." Yes, 
we thought, old man, of course they 
are not half so grand and attractive to 
you now as forty years ago. Then you 
we're a boy, now you are a grizzled 
veteran. You look through different 
eyes on the spangles and the glitter of 
the ring. The music isn't so enlivening, 
and the animals are not near so wild 
and wooley. 
But we are free to con- 


fess the jokes of. the clown are getting 
very, very stale, the riding is very mut- 
ter of fact, and the trick mule is an 
old, old friend. 


"Yes," continued the old citizen, "we 


had the liveliest circus times about 
forty years ago, when Dan Rice was in 
the zenith of his fame. 
In those days 


they used to pitch their circus tents on 
the bank of the Ohio river, in front of 
the city. There used to be several 
acres of. gound south of Front street, 
between Court and Washington streets; 
furnishing a broad plateau, giving the 
largest shows of that day plenty of 
room for the fat woman and the snake 
charmer, in the side tents." 


"Those were the halcyon days of the 


sawdust ring," said the citizen, "and 
tlie boy that could raise a quarter or 
was able to evade the sleepy canvas- 
man and slide under the canvas was 
happy for a whole season. Dan Rice 
was the most popular clown in the 
country. He made lots of money but 
fell out with his partners, Van Ardcn 
& Co., and they gobbled up the show. 
Dan then started out with what he 
called his 'one-horse show,' his famous 
old trained horse, 'Excelsior,' being 
the. only animal he brought into the 
ring. This horse did duty for nearly 
80 years and was wonderfully trained. 
Dan used to sing his songs, get 
off 


give a 'fip' to go to those modern con- 
cerns with their animal attachments 
and moral cages. There is too much 
dignity and science about thorn. Oh, 
for an hour of Da 11 Rice, with his jokes 
and songs, and the fun and galore of 
olden times." 


And, as the old man walked off. it 


occurred to us that our friend forgot 
that a circus to a boy is very different 
from a circus to a man. The romance 
and the glitter is gone. The spaugles 
that shone so brightly in the light of 
the lamps are now to him only the 
cheapest tinsel. 
There are no delu- 


sions for him now.- The. seats seem 
hard to his old bones; .the air is damp 
and foggy; the ring is nothing but 
common sawdust; the queen of beauty 
is an ugly old tartar, and even the cir- 
cus lemonade is not what it used to be. 
The old man's circus days were over.

Rice paying all the bills. Dan had a 
warm side for Portsmouth—he always 
got a big support here—and so about 
the year 1SS2 he announced and gave 
the afternoon receipts to the 
city, 


which was used in purchasing books 
for the school library. 'This furnished 
the first nucleus for a city library." 


"About this time Gen. .T. North 


spread the tent of his little cirsus on 
the river front and showed for several 
days. Spalding, Rogers & Co., had the 
biggest circus on the road at this 
period and all the shows traveled over- 
land in wagons they didn't make their 
stands more than uventy-hve or thirty 
miles apart. It was in the year 1853 
if I remember correctly that this lat- 
ter firm brought, out ''The Floating 
Palace," an immense craft painted 
white and beautifully gilded, 
upon 


which they gave their exhibitions. 
It 


was built wide enough to permit of an 
expensive ampetheatre. 
It was one 


of the largest and most richly deco- 
rated show boats that was ever put on 
the western rivers, and was towed by a- 
steamer along the Ohio and 
other 


rivers. . When 
the Floating Palace 


struck Portsmouth there was an un- 
precedent turor .among the boys and 
those of older growth. 
And then the 


caliopc added to the rip-roaring music 


, of the day and the Ohio Valley echoed 


to the wide expanse of sound. 


"Unq^j Tom's Cabin" which has been 


roaming over the country ever since, 
made its first appearance 
on the 


stage in this city under a tent spread 
on the river bank. 
It was a big 


troup, attended by the usual blood 
honnds and created quite a sensation. 
JJarnum who had been running the 
"wooly horse" and exhibiting "Tom 
Thumb" blossomed out into a circus 
mariager about this time, and Fore- 
paugh's managerie" also 
appeared 


upon the road. These were big shows 
and yet they found plenty of room to 
give thier ^Dtertainments on the river 
bank which has since been cut down 
into a grade to the river. 


Then John Wise, the 
celebrated 


aeronaut, used to go up in his baloon 
from this historic spot and sailed off 
twenty miles to land on a farm in 
'Jreenup county. The Robinsons and 
the Rivers were the noted bare-back 
riders of those da,-s and were in the 
first flush of their successful future." 


''I'd like to talk to you about these 


old-time shows, but I havefl't time 
now. 
But then these circuses ain't 


what they used to be," and our old 
friend heaved a sort of a sigh. "Not 
half so good and full of fun as when 
I was a boy. The clowns ain't half so 
fanny, and the girls can't begin to ride 
with the style or grace they used to 
forty and fifty years ago. I wouldn't

clown started after him with "Why, 
Dennis, I'm ashamed of ye! Not goin' 
a'rcady? To think that you can't wait 
till the. circus is over to get a drink! 


me! 
Shame! 
But -say, Dennis, 


bring me a drink iu a bottle when you 
come back, etc., etc." 
Poor Mahouey's 


face was a study while the clown *-vas 
guying him, and to use his own words, 
"he was so embarrassed he didn't know 
what to do." He got out all right, but 
has steered clear of circus clowns ever 
since.

Glad- 
stone has done more Lo promote the In- 
terests of the common people than any 
other European statesman of thi latter 
half of the nineteenth century. Duringf 
the last twenty years of his public 
career he fathered every important re- 
form measure proposed in the house of 
commons. 
He advocated, in season 


and out of season, 
almost 
radical 


schemes for the extension of suffrage. 
He succeeded in the establishment of a 
genuine common school system by 
taking primary education from the 
control of the clergy of the established 
church; passed an act repealing an 
ancient law \yjiioh fojrbade noncon- 
formists to hold services in public 
graveyards; was instrumental in secur- 
ing the rights of citizenship for Jews, 
and abolished the pernicious system 
which permitted officers of the British 
army to buy and sell commissions.

In 
the beginning of his career he was a 
fanatical'tory. 
When, at the age of 


twenty-three, he was elected to the 
house of commons from Newark he 
was considered one of the most prom- 
ising young members of the conserva,- 
tive party. In 1834 he was appointed 
lord of the treasury in recognition of 
party services—a dignity rarely , be- 
stowed 
on a comparatively 
inex- 


perienced parliamentarian of twenty- 
five or six. 
• In 1841 he was again hon- 


ored by his tory colleagues and ap- 
pointed vice president of the board of 
trade. But as he grew older his ana- 
lytical mind underwent a great change. 
He had learned to study mankind, and 
found that legislation for a class at the 
expense of the liard-working- masses 
was calculated to retard the real prog-

Four Times British Premier. 


A change in parties means a great 


deal to a public man. His motives are 
misinterpreted, his good faith doubted. 
Gladstone, when he severed h*s con- 
neution with the tories in 1851, after 
nineteen years of faithful service, was 
viliSed by his 
old associates and 


viewed with distrust by 
his new 


frieuds. But he was true to his con- 
victions; and when the famous coali- 
tion ministry of 1852 was formed, the 
aggressive

was 
appointed 


chancellor of the exchequer—an office 
to which he was called again in 1858. 
.a 1860. he became the lender of the 
liberal party and premier. Then be- 
gan his grand work for the people. In- 
cessantly he labored until the people 
of England were given local govern- 
ment by parish and county councils 
and until the people of Ireland were 
no longer compelled to contribute their 
substance toward the maintenance of 
an established church in which but 
few believed. Four times Mr. Glad- 
stone was chosen premier—in I860, 
1SSO, 1SSG and 1803—and every time he 
occupied the post something- was done 
for the struggling workers and poor 
tenants of Great Britain and Ireland. 


Lord Ilosebery's Remarkable 4!areor. 
The carl of Kosebery, whose full 


name is Archibald Philip Primrose, 
Lord of Dalmeny, is a young man. 
He 


was born in London, May 7, 1847; 
educated at Oxford, and succeeded to 
his title in 1808. 
In 1878 he married a 


daughter of Baron Meyer de Roths- 
child, who died in 1890, leaving him a 
vast fortune. 
lie has always been a 


membor of the liberal party. 
In 1880 


he was foreign secretary, and with Mr. 
Gladstone's return in 1892-3 was re- 
stored to the same office. 
He is lord 


lieutenant of 
Edinburgh 
and Lin- 


lithgow. Recently reports have been 
sent out announcing his engagement 
to Princess Maud, daughter of the 
prince of Wales. 


Great Krlralll'n Furrlfn Policy. 


Under Lord Rosebery's administra- 


tion of the foreign office Great Brit- 
ain's interests in all parts of the world 
were well protected. 
While he never 


stooped to adopt a jingo policy ho was 
not carried away by the mouthings of 
agitators at home or abroad. 
When 


tho oecjpation of Uganda threatened 
to lead to a dissolution of parliament 
last year, he mentioned his position in 
the 
face of fierce party opposition, 


thereby saving not only Mr. Gladstone 
but also his country's prestige. 
It is 


not saying too much, in fact, that he 
was the only liberal foreign secretary 
who ever enjoyed the confidence of 
the diplomatic world. 
When he with- 


drew from the position, he intrusted 
it to the earl of Kimberley, an elderly 
nobleman who will, conduct Us affairs 
in accordance with his chief's instruc- 
tions.

SIBERIA NOT ALL STERILE. 


Five Million Square Miles of Land Suit- 


able for Ajjrlcnlturo or I'asturo. 


Siberia is popularly supposed to be a 


barren waste, extending from 
the 


frozen ocean on the north to the sands 
of the Gobi desert on the south. But 
this popxilar impression is altogether 
wrong, according to the Philadelphia 
Record. Exclusive of the north and the 
deserts of Turkestan,Russia in Asia con- 
tains an area of 5,000,000 square miles 
of land suitable for agriculture or 
pastoral pursuits. Its population num- 
bers nearly 13.000,000. There are sev- 
eral cities with a population exceeding 
50,000. The agricultural products ex- 
ported, which constitute only a very 
small part of the whole, are valued at 
an average of £30.000,000 a year. The 
output of the mines exported is valued 
at upward of 820,000,000 annually, and 
the furs, fish, skins and other products 
that come into European Russia from 
Siberia are worth §5,000.000 to 26,000,- 
000. 
It was for the purpose of develop- 


ing this vast territory and encourag- 
ing immigration thither that the gov- 
ernment of the czar has undertaken to 
cjrocnd 3300,000,000 npon the Great Si- 
berian railway, over 4,000 miles long, 
which will connect the Black sea and 
the Baltic with Vladivostock, on the 
Sea of Japan. It is not expected that 
the railway will pay the expense of 
operation for many years to come. 
But it will doubtless be an important 
factor in the future economic history 
of the world. One result of the com- 
pletion of the road may be an entire 
shifting of trade routes; and it wiH 
certainly open a new and productive 
continent to settlement. 


Gladstone'!! Work for Libprty. 


Mr. Gladstone's uncompromising es- 


pousal of the caxise of home rule for 
Ireland was not a surprise to close 
observers of his political development.

today received a check from the gov- 
ernment, for SlTti.47, for two months 
service as lieutenant, in the months of 
October and 
November, 
!Sti2, this 


amount being the difference in his pay 
as orderly sergeant and lieutenant dur- 
ing those two months. 
Mr. Losee was 


a member of Captain McDowell's com- 
pany of the Thirty-ninth O. V. I. In 
October, 1802, he was promoted to the 
lieutenantcy of his company, his com- 
mission being dated then, but was not 
mustered 
into 
service 
until 
two 


months later. In the meantime Mr. 
Losee drew his pay a.s orderly sergeant, 
not knowing that he was entitled to 
pay as lieutenant from the date of his 
commission. He remained in ignorance 
on this point until about four years 
ago. when his attention was called to 
a ruling of the pension department on 
this subject, and he accordingly made 
application.for the difference due him. 
It took the government nearly fonr 
years to decide that Losee's claim was 
just, but it was so decided at last, and 
thirty-two years afterward the old sol- 
dier received his pay. It is claimed 
that there are a number of other offi- 
cers in the same regiment who have 
similar cases against the government.
